THE controversial SATs results at 
Axminster Primary Academy (formerly 
school) will never be revealed. 

After more than two months since concerns over 
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the results were first raised, the Standards and Testing 
Agency (STA) has announced that “pupils were over¬ 
aided” during the exam and there is also doubt about 
the integrity of some papers. As a result, the school 
has launched a full internal investigation. 

Axminster Primary Academy, which is part of the 
Acorn Multi Academy Trust, released a statement on 
Friday, September 25th, apologising to pupils for fail¬ 
ing “to correctly administer” the SATs. 

A spokesperson said: “Axminster Primary School’s 
former Year 6 SATS results will be annulled after an 
investigation found that pupils had received too much 
help during the exam.” 

STA deputy director Amanda-Jane Balfour has told 
the school: “I am satisfied that based on these find¬ 
ings, pupils were over-aided during the administra¬ 
tion of national curriculum tests. 

“This was not confined to just the pupils whom you 
have confirmed had support from a prompter during 
the tests. 

“Additionally, there is doubt about the integrity of 
the mental maths papers as there is evidence that 
some changes may have been made to pupils' an¬ 
swers after the tests were completed.” 

The chairman of the school governors, Jane Rock¬ 
ett, has written to parents of the former Year 6 stu¬ 
dents, acknowledging the hard work by pupils 
towards their SATs, and expressing her disappoint¬ 
ment at the STA findings. 

She wrote: “On behalf of the governors, we would 


like to apologise to all the affected pupils for how 
their SATs tests were conducted and the failings of 
the school to correctly administer them. 

“The administration of the SATs is delegated to in¬ 
dividual schools, but the Acorn Multi Academy Trust 
(MAT) has already begun an internal investigation 
following the allegations. 

“Please be assured that appropriate action will be 
taken against any member of staff where there is ev¬ 
idence that they were complicit in the maladminis¬ 
tration of the tests. 

“Staff from Acorn MAT will be working closely 
with Axminster Primary Academy to ensure that ro¬ 
bust and transparent procedures are introduced so that 
this can never happen again in the future.” 

Andrea Rice, executive head of the Acorn MAT, 
which also includes St Andrew’s at Chardstock, Mrs 
Ethelston’s in Uplyme, Marshwood and Membury 
Primary Academies, said: “I can assure parents of 
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children at the school, and the wider community, that 
we are taking these findings extremely seriously. 

“An internal investigation has begun, and we will 
get to the bottom of it.” 

The school spokesperson added: “It is understood 
that the schools to which the former Year 6 students 
have now started their new terms are undertaking 
baseline assessments to identify what levels they are 
working at, and whether any additional support is 
needed.”

“Additionally, there is doubt about the integrity 
of the mental maths papers as there is evidence 
that some changes may have been made to 
pupils' answers after the tests were completed." 

The chairman of the school governors, Jane 
Rockett, has written to parents of the former 
Year 6 students, acknowledging the hard work 
by pupils towards their SATs, and expressing her 
disappointment and apologies after the STA 
findings.

Is the town hall coming home? 



SEATON Town Hall - known also as The Gate¬ 
way - has long been the social centre of Seaton, 
especially since Seaton’s Voice took over the 
entertainment organisation. 

It also houses the town’s excellent museum 
and provides office space and a meeting room 
for Seaton Town Council. 

The building is currently owned by East 
Devon District Council and talks have been 
going on for two years in the hope it could be 
handed back to Seaton at no cost. On the face 
of it that would seem a good deal. 

If the town decides to take it on, Seaton Town 
Council will abandon its plans to find new office 
accommodation. 

Three options are on the table: 1 - Not take it 
on; 2 - take it on and don’t spend any money on 
refurbishment; and 3 - take it on and refurbish 
the building at an estimated cost of more than 
£600,000 which include a sum of £60,000 for 


X^tending the building. 


This money would be raised through the town 
council taking out a public works loan of 
£405,000 with East Devon contributing 
£25,000 and Seaton’s Voice £180,000. 

This is a great deal of money for a small com¬ 
munity and there are some who fear it could 
cripple the town. 

Others believe that Seaton needs a modern 
community centre and should follow other 
towns in East Devon in taking on such an am¬ 
bitious project. 

The outcome will be iterating and a referen¬ 
dum is likely to generate a great deal of discus¬ 
sion before the town goes to the polls. But 
referendums don’t always settle matters for 
good - look what happened in Honiton with the 
Beehive community centre. 

It is unlikely that in these days of austerity 
EDDC will bring the town hall up to the stan¬ 
dard required. This is a big call for Seaton.

OTTERY ST MARY 

Council objects to 
'inappropiiate’ plans 

OTTERY St Mary Town Council has once again 
unanimously opposed “inappropriately located" 
plans for 53 new homes in the area. 

The council has set a precedent that developers 
wanting to build in Ottery St Mary should look to 
the west of the historic town rather than contin¬ 
uing proposals in areas to the south, such Sid- 
mouth Road, and to the east like Slade Road. 

Chairman of the Planning Committee Council¬ 
lor Ian Holmes said the application for 53 homes 
on the land east of Sidmouth Road had nothing 
to merit it. 

“The location is totally inappropriate on the 
wrong side of the town with very poor access, it's 
totally unsustainable," he said. 

“Ottery has had more than its allocation of 
housing, resulting in traffic congestion and over¬ 
loading of the infrastructure." 


HONITON 

RBL building damaged 
after ‘deliberate’ blaze 

HONITON residents were left shocked after it was 
announced that a fire in the empty Royal British 
Legion building in Dowell Street was believed to be 
started deliberately. 

The derelict building was damaged on the after¬ 
noon of Monday, September 19th when fire crews 
received reports of a blaze at the much-maligned 
property just after 3pm. 

Three fire engines were mobilised from Honiton 
and Ottery St Mary. On arrival, crews confirmed 
that the building was well alight and requested the 
attendance of further help. The fire engine from 
Sidmouth was then sent as well as the Incident 
Command Unit and a support appliance from 
Totnes. 

Speaking after the blaze, the Mayor of Honiton, 
Councillor Caroline Kolek, said: “The council are 
disappointed to hear of the fire at the Royal British 
Legion, particularly as it is believed to have been 
started deliberately. The actions of those who did 
this are appalling and it is a relief that no one was 
hurt.

Public will dedde 
future of Town Hall 

SEATON residents will be given three options 
when deciding the future of the town hall. 

The three options were agreed during a meeting 
of the full council on Monday, September 21st. 
Current owner East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) wants to transfer the building to Seaton 
Town Council at no cost to the latter. EDDC, 
Seaton Town Council, community group Seaton's 
Voice, which currently leases and manages the 
building, and co-tenants Seaton Museum have 
worked together on the plan for about two years. 

If the transfer is agreed, Seaton's Voice and the 
museum would become the tenants of the town 
council. The final decision, though, will be made 
by the people of Seaton through consultation and 
referendum. 

Details for this process are being finalised, and 
more information is expected in the near future. 

But Mayor of Seaton, Councillor Tony Wood¬ 
man, summed up by saying: “There will be three 
options - not take it on, take it on and do nothing, 
and take it on and undertake the necessary im¬ 
provements like installing a lift, new toilets etc, 
which we will need a Public Works Loan Board 
loan."

SOUTH SOMERSET 

Plans for county to 
cut down on landfill 

SOMERSET Waste Partnership (SWP) has issued 
a Europe-wide tender to find an alternative to 
landfill for Somerset. 

The aim is to end almost all use of landfill in 
Somerset and reduce the present £12million a 
year cost of rubbish disposal through burial. 

SWP's governing Somerset Waste Board (SWB) 
of councillors from all six Somerset local author¬ 
ities approved a progress report and gave the go 
ahead to issue a Europe-wide tender to find a 
company to provide an alternative to landfill for 
Somerset. 

The latest stage also involved seeking two sites 
for waste transfer stations, one to serve broadly 
the east of the county and one to serve the west, 
where domestic rubbish can be bulked up for 
transport out of county for treatment or turning 
into fuel for export or UK use. 

A spokesperson for SWP said: “The options were 
whittled down from more than 60 possible sites to 
a shortlist of 10 for the west and seven to serve 
the east. The search has homed-in to two pre¬ 
ferred options, and one fail-back, on the basis of 
availability, size, position, risk of congestion, like¬ 
lihood of gaining planning and permitting con¬ 
sent, and costs. 

“Bidders will not be obliged to use the two pre¬ 
ferred sites but they will be available for any bid¬ 
der who does not have any alternatives."

College head steps down to 
spend more time with family 


AXE Valley Community College has started the 
search for a new headteacher after Martin Smith an¬ 
nounced that he will leave next year. 

Members of the governing body praised Mr Smith, 
who took charge of the Axminster school in 2008, 
saying they would be sad to lose him. 

In a statement issued on Wednesday, September 
23rd, Mr Smith said: “I will be standing down from 
Easter 2016.1 have been headteacher of the college 
for seven years and this has been the most rewarding 
and exciting experience of my career. 

“After careful deliberation, I believe now is the 
right time to announce my departure, and I would 
like to explain the reasons. 

“Eirstly, I would like to spend more time with my 
family. My wife and three children have always been 
tremendously supportive of my work as a head¬ 
teacher. However, the workload and demands of the 
role have become increasingly difficult to manage 
alongside my family commitments. 

“Secondly, I believe it is the right time for the col¬ 
lege to have a change of leadership. After seven years 
as headteacher, I am extremely proud of what we, as 
a college, have achieved. As with any organisation, 
there are always new challenges and opportunities 
around the comer. 

“In my opinion, a new headteacher, with a clear vi¬ 
sion and fresh perspective, will be well placed to lead 
the college through the next phase of its develop¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Smith intends to stay in the education sector but 
has not yet made any arrangements or commitments. 

Talking about his final year at Axminster, he said: 
“I want to reassure parents and carers that I will con¬ 
tinue to give 100 per cent to the role as there is much 
we want to achieve over the next two terms. 

“I am fortunate to have a very strong, experienced 
team of staff who are very well placed to ensure that 
the high quality of education we provide is unaf¬ 
fected during the transition period between head¬ 
teachers.” 

A spokesperson for the governing body of the col¬ 
lege said: “The governors wish to express their sad¬ 
ness on hearing of Mr Smith’s decision. He is such a 
talented person, we are extremely sorry to lose him. 

“Since his appointment he has led the college with

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Handyman scheme to help elderly 

tenants living in their own homes 


EAST Devon District Council will begin trialing 
a new initiative aimed at supporting elderly 
and disabled tenants in their own homes. 

The council's housing service has begun a six 
month trial of a new handy person support 
service for elderly and disabled tenants. The 
scheme, which started on September 7th, is 
being trialed in Axminster, Honiton and Ex¬ 
mouth and is open to all residents in sheltered 
accommodation, as well as tenants over 70 
years of age or those on benefits for their dis¬ 
ability, and tenants who are on the individual 
garden maintenance scheme. 

The handy person service was developed as 
a result of tenant feedback and will offer those 
involved in the scheme the use of a suitably 
experienced tradesperson who will carry out 
minor home improvements and repairs for 
free. 

Jobs such as changing a light bulb, draught 
proofing, bleeding radiators and minor fence 
repair, putting up shelves and assembling fiat 
pack furniture, which would normally be the 
responsibility of the tenant, would be under¬ 
taken by the repair man in the scheme. 

The council's housing team is currently busy 
registering tenants for the handy person serv¬ 
ice.

Elson said the handy person service will en¬ 
hance the help and support that EDDC cur¬ 
rently offer older and disabled tenants. 

“For an elderly or disabled person, who does¬ 
n't have friends or family to call on for help, 
even a relatively simple job such as changing 
a light bulb, becomes impossible when you 
have mobility issues. 

‘ ‘The free service we will be trialing should al¬ 
leviate both the worry of getting these jobs 
done and the fear of being taken advantage of 
in terms of high charges.'' 

Councillor Elson hopes that the six month 
trial proves a success so they can extend the 
scheme to all areas of East Devon.

In 1991 he joined Devon and Cornwall Special 
Constabulary, quickly making his mark, receiving 
accolades from divisional commanders and a com¬ 
mendation for his part in the arrest of three individ¬ 
uals caught stealing marine equipment at Lyme 
Regis.

John, who leaves a widow, Nina, spent his latter 
working years as IT manager for Harris Fowler So¬ 
licitors, in Taunton.

'Panic' buttons! His GP, the practice nurse, and 
other surgery staff, plus other people who are 
meant to look after the welfare of the elderly, 
had not even told him that such alarms exist. 

The mind boggles that such vulnerable folk 
are just left to get on with life - before they fi¬ 
nally fall over. 

Admittedly a range of organisations who can 
supply these emergency alarm systems ad¬ 
vertise in the national press - but how many 
old people would necessarily read them? 

Is it not about time that the medical frater¬ 
nity knew more about the problems faced by 
the likes of my ancient friend; and made them 
aware of the various aids that are now available 
to help them? 

Indeed, surgery staff should know of the liv¬ 
ing conditions of their older patients. Ask them! 
This is not prying - its gaining information on 
what aids might be of help to them - even a 
couple of extra handles on stairs can make a 
world of difference.

AS THE sun begins to set on summer, 
police across the UK are issuing warn¬ 
ings, asking homeowners to be vigilant 
as shed and outbuilding burglaries in¬ 
crease by 25%. 

Taking advantage of the shorter days 
and darker nights, burglars target out¬ 
buildings because of their value. A recent 
survey by Which? uncovered that 75% 
of those surveyed had more than £2,000 
worth of equipment stored away.

BEST OF 
THE BUNCH 

Boston ivy (Parthenocissus 
tricuspidata) 

YOU won't find a more dramatic sight in au¬ 
tumn than a Boston ivy, also known as Japan¬ 
ese creeper, covering north, east or west-facing 
walls, as its large, deeply lobed green leaves 
turn spectacular shades of blood red and pur¬ 
ple. These self-clinging deciduous climbers 
love well-drained, fertile soil and grow in sun 
or shade, usually producing a crop of blue- 
black berries in late summer. When planting, 
ensure the stems are held securely against the 
wall with canes or lead-headed nails, to enable 
the tendrils to fix their pads firmly to the sur¬ 
face. The stems tend to grow vertically, so it's 
worth spreading young stems out horizontally 
to cover a wider area. Boston ivy grows to a 
huge 20m (65ft), making it an ideal choice for 
really big walls. A more compact variety is 
'Beverley Brook', which grows to 3m (10ft) or 
'Lowii', which is very slow growing, reaching 
3m (10ft). A taller type, 'Veitchii', will provide 
excellent autumn hues. 


WHAT TO DO 
THIS WEEK 

• Clean barbecues, garden furniture and non-frost- 
resistant pots and store them for winter. 

• Finish repotting winter-flowering arum lilies (Zant- 
edeschia aethiopica). 

• Check ties of climbers and replace as necessary 
where the shoots are rubbing against supports. 

• Mulch over areas that haven't been done and re¬ 
plenish those areas which have dispersed. 

• Cut back dead or diseased branches of plum and 
cherry trees after picking. Paint saw cuts with wound 
paint. 

• Clean water butts to prevent contamination of the 
water and blocked taps. 

• Plant garlic outdoors in warm areas. 

• After sowing a new lawn, keep off young grass as 
much as possible until spring. 

• Sow seeds of pelargoniums in a frost-free green¬ 
house or conservatory. 

• Start planting container-grown trees and shrubs in 
the garden once there has been enough rain to wet 
the soil thoroughly. 

• Remove flowers from first year globe artichokes to 
allow roots to build up.

THE XI has been a huge success since its 
launch in 2009. More than 730,000 were sold 
globally of that first generation with nearly 
40,000 new owners of XI in the UK over the 
same period. Now an all-new BMW XI has 
been unveiled and features dynamic BMW X 
styling, a sporting character blended with out¬ 
standing efficiency, and an array of innovative 
equipment features in comfort, safety and in¬ 
fotainment. 

Featuring an all-new range of engines and 
gearboxes, not to mention the latest, ultra-ef¬ 
ficient version of the xDrive all-wheel-drive 
system, the second generation of the BMW XI 
exemplifies BMW’s EfficientDynamics phi¬ 
losophy. At market launch, one petrol engine 


and three diesel options are offered. 

Design: Commanding presence, robust pro¬ 
portions and dynamic lines 
Robust proportions, sculpted surfaces and 
genre-specific design features clearly mark the 
XI out as a member of the BMW X model 
family.

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Major upgrades for entire Kia Cee’d family 


KIA unveiled a major package of advancements 
to the entire European-designed, European-en¬ 
gineered and European-made cee’d family. The 
revisions, which affect the five-door cee’d, 
three-door pro_cee’d, spacious cee’d Sports- 
wagon and sporty cee’d GT and pro_cee’d GT, 
introduce new powertrains bringing major im¬ 
provements in fuel consumption and emissions, 
modified chassis settings and styling and trim 
changes. There are also significant additions to 
electronic driver assistance features and con¬ 
nected car services. 

Eirst dehveries of the new cee’d family will be 
arriving in UK dealerships on October 1, priced 
from £14,905 (cee’d), £15,250 (pro_cee’d) and 
£16,750 (Sportswagon). The pro_cee’d GT is 
priced at £23,105 and the cee’d GT at £23,605. 

New EcoTurbo petrol and CRDi 
diesel engines 

The cee’d family becomes the first range of 
models to be available with Kia’s advanced new 
1.0-litre ecoTurbo petrol engine as well as a new 
1.6-litre CRDi diesel and seven-speed double¬ 
clutch (7-DCT) automatic gearbox. 

The ecoTurboengine were revealed at the 2015 
Geneva Motor Show and are eventually destined 
to be used in a number of models. They are 
three-cylinder units featuring direct fuel injec¬ 
tion and turbocharging. There are two versions, 
delivering 98 or llSbhp, for the cee’d and 
pro_cee’d, while the Sports wagon is available 
with the higher-powered unit. 

Both are 998cc engines developed in-house at 
Kia’s Namyang research and development facil¬ 


ity in Korea, and have been engineered to re¬ 
quire 10 to 15 per cent less fuel than the 1.4-litre 
multi-point injection or 1.6-litre GDi units in 
other versions of the cee’d family, with similar 
reductions in emissions. Depending on model, 
fuel economy is up to 57.6mpg, with C02 emis¬ 
sions as low as 113g/km. 

All three cee’d body styles are also available 
with a new 1.6-litre CRDi turbodiesel engine. 
This has increased power - up from 126 to 
134bhp - with greater torque of 280Nm in man¬ 
ual versions and 300Nm with the new 7-DCT 
gearbox. C02 emissions are down by as much 
as lOg/km in manual versions and now start at 


just 94g/km. However, the greatest gains are 
seen when the CRDi engine is paired with the 7- 
speed DCT gearbox. Compared with the previ¬ 
ous model with a conventional six-speed 
automatic transmission, emissions tumble by al¬ 
most 25 per cent, from 145g/km to 109. 

The 7-speed DCT gearbox was also developed 
in-house at Namyang and, with a maximum 
torque capacity of 300Nm, will be used in a 
wide range of models within the next few years. 
It offers buyers the smoothness and comfort of 
an automatic with the sportiness of a manual 
when the driver wishes to take control of gear 
changes. 



GEM offers safety tips to 
help blue light vehicles 


ROAD safety and breakdown organisation GEM Motoring Assist today 
renews its support for the work done by our emergency services, with a 
reminder for motorists on how to stay safe and legal when making room 
for a ‘blue light vehicle’. 

GEM has also published a short video clip showing exactly what NOT 
to do in front of an emergency vehicle. 

The safety call comes ahead of this year’s Emergency Services Show 
(22/23 September at the NEC). 

GEM chief executive David Williams MBE comments: “Everyone 
wants to help clear the way for an emergency vehicle, but sometimes it 
can be difficult to understand the expectations of the emergency driver. 

“That’s why we are issuing a set of simple tips that will hold good for 
just about any situation. 

“Awareness and observation are the most useful skills when you’re 
driving, as you will see and hear an emergency vehicle earlier, and will 
have more time to plan what - if anything - you need to do whilst staying 
safe and legal in the process. 

“Often, all that’s needed is a brief, considerate move to the left to give 
some extra space to the emergency vehicle. Just remember that you have 


no exemptions to the law, so don’t exceed speed limits, don’t go through 
red traffic lights, don’t use bus lanes and don’t do anything dangerous 
in your attempt to help.” 

What not to do 

The short video clip was filmed from a Suffolk Police vehicle respond¬ 
ing on blue lights to a road traffic collision near Ipswich. It perfectly il¬ 
lustrates the need for drivers to be calm and not to react suddenly. 

Safety tips for drivers from GEM for assisting emergency vehicles: 

Stay calm and avoid sudden braking. You’re responsible for your own 
actions on the road, so whatever you do mustn’t break the law or cause 
danger. 

If you can, indicate left and pull over, keeping an eye out for pedestri¬ 
ans and cyclists. Avoid pulling over on the brow of a hill, a bend or on 
a narrow section of road. 

Don’t mount the kerb, as this could put pedestrians at risk and may 
cause damage to your vehicle.
